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CLINTON MEETS WITH 
POTENTIAL VP PICKS

Presumptive Democratic presidential 
nominee Hillary Clinton held a series of 
meetings with potential vice-presidential 
picks and her top aides at her home in 
Washington on Friday a sign that she is 
preparing to make a decision as her par- 
ty’s convention nears. 

Sen. Elizabeth Warren (D-Mass.) was 
spotted being dropped off at Clinton’s 
home and remained there for about an 
hour, according to CNN and NBC News. 

The same networks reported that 
Clinton met at her home with Colorado 
Gov John Hickenlooper, whose name 
has been less prominent on Clinton’s list 
of potential running mates. Clinton also 
met with Hickenlooper while campaign- 
ing in Denver late last month. 

Clinton met Friday with Housing and 
Urban Development Secretary Julian 
Castro, another potential running mate, 
according to two other people familiar 
with the meetings. 

Clinton’s campaign confirmed late Fri- 
day that she had held meetings regarding 
a running mate. 

On Thursday, Clinton campaigned in 
Northern Virginia with Sen. Timothy M. 
Kaine (D-Va.), who is also being vetted as 
a potential vice-presidential pick. 

Warren campaigned with Clinton in 
Cincinnati in June. And Castro has been a 
regular surrogate for Clinton, campaign- 
ing with her and on her behalf through- 
out the Democratic primaries.

Police officers shot, 
killed in Baton Rouge

BATON ROUGE, La.— Three Baton Rouge law 
enforcement officers investigating a report of 
a man with an assault rifle were killed Sunday, 
less than two weeks after a black man was fa- 
tally shot by police there in a confrontation 
that sparked nightly protests that reverber- 
ated nationwide. 

As of late Sunday afternoon, three other of- 
ficers were wounded, one critically Police said 
the suspect was killed at the scene. The dead 
gunman was believed to be the only person 
who fired at officers, but authorities were un- 
sure whether he had some kind of help, a state 
police spokesman said. 

“We are not ready to say he acted alone,” 
Major Doug Cain said. Two “persons of in- 
terests” were detained in the nearby town of 
Addis. 

The shooting— which took place just be- 
fore 9 a.m., less than a mile from police head- 
quarters— came amid escalating tensions 
across the country between the black com- 
munity and police. The races of the suspect 
and the officers were not immediately known. 

It was the fourth high-profile deadly en- 
counter in the United States involving police 
over the past two weeks. The violence has left 
12 people dead, including eight police officers, 
and sparked a national debate over race and 
policing. 

President Barack Obama urged Americans 
to tamp down inflammatory words and ac- 
tions. 

“We as a nation have to be loud and clear 
that nothing justifies attacks on law enforce- 
ment,” Obama said in remarks from the 
White House. “Everyone right now focus on 
words and actions that can unite this country 


rather than divide it further.” 

A law enforcement official familiar with the 
investigation said the shooter was identified 
as Gavin Long but had no details. The official 
spoke on condition of anonymity because the 
official was not authorized to discuss an ongo- 
ing investigation. 

Gov John Bel Edwards rushed to the hospi- 
tal where the officers were taken. 

“There simply is no place for more vio- 
lence,” Edwards said. “That doesn’t help any- 
one. It doesn’t further the conversation. It 
doesn’t address any injustice perceived or real. 
It is just an injustice in and of itself.” 

Of the officers who survived the shooting, 
as of late Sunday afternoon, one was hospital- 
ized in critical condition, and the other was 
in fair condition. Another officer was being 
treated for non-life- threatening injuries, hos- 
pital officials said. 

Each of the officers was married and had 
a family East Baton Rouge Parish Sheriff Sid 
Gautreaux said. 

Police-community relations in Baton 
Rouge have been especially tense since the 
death of 37-year-old Alton Sterling, a black 
man killed by white officers July 5 after a scuf- 
fle at a convenience store. The killing was cap- 
tured on widely circulated cellphone video. 

Thousands of people have protested Ster- 
ling’s death, and Baton Rouge police arrested 
more than 200 demonstrators. 

Sterling’s nephew condemned the killing 
of the three Baton Rouge officers. Terrance 
Carter spoke Sunday to The Associated Press 
by telephone, saying the family just wants 
peace. 

“My uncle wouldn’t want this,” Carter said. 
“He wasn’t this type of man.
